Once again she has 
tapped the rich vein of Boston on the verge of Revolution, the Boston of Paul Revere's 
time. Once again she has made the drama of that period come alive, this time through 
the story of Johnny Tremain, youthful and cocky apprentice to a silversmith, who loses 
the use of his right hand in an accident - and has to be virtually reborn.

His "native land" is Yugoslavia; he is a Slovene, and in this text, written at 
white heat, he gives the other side of the picture from that popularly shown in Ruth 
Mitchell's The Serbs Choose War, (see P. 328) - and from the glorified conceptions of 
Mihailovitch generally accepted. He explains the Croatian massacre of Serbians as Nazi 
inspired and engineered; he claims that the Chetnik and Mihailovitch forces have gone 
fascist, that the real guerilla fighting against the Axis is being done by the Parti- 
sans; he amplifies Padev's contention that the Balkans are pro-Russian and to a large 
extent pro-Communist - he feels rightly so. The book is detailed ~ convincing; circum- 
stantial evidence backed by authoritative source material; it is courageous in its in- 
dictment of the venality and stupidity of the “other side” and he does not hesitate to 
name names, not only Yugoslavian (chiefly Serbian) but British and American and Italian.

Arthur Carhart must be a popular fellow camper, for he has made a study of 
the whys and hows and wherebys of camp cookery, and shares his findings with a poten- 
tial market for his book. "We are going to work on man-stuffing..But not beans for 
breakfast, sowbelly for lunch, sowbelly and beans for dinner." He acknowledges the oc-— 
casional necessity for rawhide rations, but contends that modern transportation (pre- 
g2soline rationing) has changed the picture, and modern discoveries of dehydration etc.

The tremendous popularity of I Saw the Fall of the Philippines, enhanced 
by Romulo's personal success as a lecturer, will give impetus to this almost too laud~ 
atory tribute to the policy followed out by the United States in relation to the Phile 
ippines. However, the book will have timely value in view of the problem of the post- 
war procedure related to the Pacific area, for the evidence of an Oriental, reporting 
on other Orientals, carries weight that no comparable job done by a Westerner could 
have. Romulo, on the eve of war, visited the countries of the Malay peninsula, Burma, 
Thailand, French Indo-China, India, Dutch possessions and French and British - and ev« 
erywhere he found seething discontent with colonial administrators.

This biography of the "pathfinder of the seas" is interesting largely as 
Maury's life is interesting; it is a competent job, through not inspired writing. 
Maury's name appears on every U.S. Hydrographic Office chart for he was the man who 
laid the foundations of the Weather Bureau, the man who first charted currents, prev- 
ailing winds of the oceans, etc. A little recognized genius outside the limitations 
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of the scientific world, he did many important things for his country, which he knew 
in all its parts. His domestic life was colorful, as one of an immense family and fa- 
ther of eight children, but the personal aspects are unfortunately toned down and ra~ 
ther sombrely told. There is no attempt to analyze his contributions to science, so 
the value of the book lies in its presentation of the man as scientist, but not in its 
contribution to the field of navigation or meteorology. The period - 1815 - 1873 - 
includes an important phase of the country's growth, with his signal contribution to 
an infant science.
